The writer 
buys : — " At Orleansville 1 have seen from 
ISO to 200 of these poor wretches, scarcely 
covered with ragged burnous, eating the 
Icavca of the aloe plant, the roots ol tbe 
dwurl palm, and the filthy fragments aban- 
doned in the streets. I have seen natives 
coming down from tho raountuin with asses 
laden with dales robbed of all in an instant 
by these famished Arabs. The latter I have 
seen cudgelled unmercifully by Europeans in 
order to make them desist, nnd yet ihny ro- 
ceived the blows without seeming to leel 
ihcm rather than givo up a single date. At 
Relizarihe I noticed squatted on the footpath, 
with tbeir backs against the wall, some dozen 
Arab children, the oldest of whom could 
scarcely bt> more than four. When I soy 
children 1 make a mistake ; they were only 
frkuletons. Their legs and arms were, in he 
most rigorous meaning of tho words, no more 
than bones covered with shrivelled skin. On 
looking at those poor little things, so Iright- 
fulh shrunk, one was nt a loss to know by 
what edort they could stand on their feet. I 
bought a dozin pound loaves and distributed 
them to the sturving children, but this was 
scarcely done when 1 was Burrounded by u 
score of Arubs vociferating for a share. Only 
with great diflieuliy could I get out Irom tho 
midst of the poor wretches, tho numbcra of 
whom rapidly increased, nnd bad it not been 
for tho assistance < f some Europeans I do not 
know what might buvo become of me. Scarce- 
ly had I got clear of the crowd when I saw 
them fall upon the children and suatch away 
tho bread which I had distributed. At Oran, 
in the middle of the city, in Iron! of the Hole! 

Every evening there is thrown 
out of that establishment the remains of tbe 
kitchen — damaged leaves of salad and other 
vegetables, tho enlruils of fowl nod game, 
and filth of that kind.

ONTARIO AND QUEBEC. 

The Dominion Telegraph Company baa 
been organized, with houdquarters ut Toronto 
The lines of this company are immediately 
to bo extended to all business pointe t'iron^h^ 
out the Dominion. 'Contracts ior the poles 
are given out. The lines will connect, in 
the United States, with the lines o( the At- 
lantic and Pacitic Telegraph Company. 

The Toronto Globe patriotically udvocales 
the opening up of roads through tho Nurlb 
West Territory, even though it should in- 
volve expenditure (roil! the Ontatio Treasury. 

Forestalling the action of the Legisla- 
ture ui Nuvu Scotia on the resolutions intro- 
duced by Mr VVdlcins, the Attorney General, 
Mr Howe baa tuken hia departure for 
England. Tho other delegates, of whom Mr 
Aiinand, it ie ruuiced, will be one, are 
shintly to follow, and tho Imperial Cabinet 
is thus to have another bout with the re- 
pealed. We can readily understand that 
Mr Howe, ambitious and unscrupulous as he 
is. takes a malicious pleasure iu forecasting 
tho conferences which be will press upon the 
Colonial Minister. Ha will now presume to 
sneak with more authority than he did when 
he waa in England beloro, and will have- the 
Duke of Backinghaea, instead of Lord Car- 
narvon, lo deal with. There is no reason 
why cither Ontario or Quebec should interfere 
in thia matter. Let it bo fought out in 
Nova Scotia and London. We havo little 
fears of tho result. The Colonial Secretary 
may well ask that the people of Nova Scotia 
shall give Conlederatiou a fair trial. The 
course which they are now taking ia a mere 
ebullition ol temper. It hag neither argu- 
ment nor tho advantage of iho Empire or 
ihe provinces in ita favor. In ti e meantime 
ihe Nova Scotia Legislature will oiJjuurn j 
the Cooloderutu members will como to 
Ottawa in March, and do thalr work tnero, 
and draw ;lieir pay, under protest.

Wellington, Feb. 7, 18C8. 
Sir George FergoBoo Bowea arrived hero 
from Sydooy by the a.s. Kaxkoura on Tccf- 
day the fourth instant. As was previously 
orranged, bugles sounded all over the lowu 
immediately that the vessel waa signalled, 
the Voluuiaers fell in near the wharf, crowds 
of people gathered around, tho vessels in ihe 
harbor quickly displayed bunting ud libitum, 
and the Government stoainer St. Kilda with 
the Hon. E. W. Stafford, Premier, ou board, 
put off 10 mat the Ktiikoura, which by this 
time had steamed into tho harbor and drop- 
ped unchoa. Alter keeping everybody 
waiting for more than an hour Sir Geoigo 
deoided not to land that evening, but at leu 
o'clock tho next morning. Report saya that 
be asked Mr Stulford whore were thu other 
Ministers, the Judge and the leading gen- 
tlemen ol the city who should have gone to 
meet him, and tbat tho delay in his lauding 
was because they had not turned out. But 
if they were not to be seen on board tho St. 
Kilda there certainly was no lack of them 
assembled on the whatf to welcome him. 
Not one man of nolo or imy lady of standing 
io Wellington was absent from tho conclave 
who gathered to greet Sir George Browen on 
the 1 ueiday afternoon. A more numerous 
or brilliant assemblage I have never ietn in 
Wellington, eud ha would havo been very 
fastidious who would have found fault with 
tho reception all were prepared to give. 
There certainly were no triumphal arches io 
ihe streets, theie bad been no preparation of 
that kind made, but the renon waa «irnply 
that so muuy blunders have been made over 
Sir (ioorge's arrival, so many rumors as to 
when he would or would not come, that even 
the Ministry here knew little with nny cer- 
tainty as to when be might ha expected. 
Under these oircum.-lances how could any 
preparation be made. 

On the next morning— Wednesday— the 
Volunteers fell in and the Artillery unlim- 
bered preparatory to firing a ealuto at 8 
o'clock, at which time ulau a uro'.vd collected , 
but in Ibat crowd there was a marked dillier- 
ence to that which had assembled on the 
previous day.

S S Falcon (which is ly i n if iu thn harbor) 
and the Ministers who had gone off to meet 
him. landed on the wharf ihn crowd bc:::g 
kept back by a line ol Volunteers, who with 
hied bayonots presented arms as he parsed, 
their band playing the National Anthem and 
the crowd ebecriug lustily. At thia time 
the Falcon fired a salute ol sixteen guns, 
which was replied to by Ihe urtillery on 
shore. 

The cortege then drovo lo Government 
House, in front ol which, at noon, tho oere- 
mony of awenring in the new Governor by 
Mr Justice Johtialono arrayed iu lull robes 
waa peifouned.
